Mystic Mistletoe 


It makes no difference to the lad and lass under 
the mistletoe whether their kiss is sanctioned by 
Phoradendron flavescens, the American mistletoe, or 
Viscum album, the European variety. Fust settlers in 
America found a parasitic plant with the evergreen 
leaves, golden bark and pearl-like berries that was 
similar to the mistletoe they knew in the Old World. 


So they transformed to the new plant the folklore 
associated with the old. The American shrub is not 
the one that was sacred to the Druids* rites, but no 
one appears to be bothered bv the difference. 


Mistletoe is more heavily encrusted with folklore 
than any othei plant. Sir James Frazer .-tarted to 
investigate the legends around it. and did not end 
until he had published 12 massive volumes about 
ancient cult.' under the title 
The Golden Bough 
As 
for kissing under the mistletoe, one source of the 
custom is found in Scandinavian mythology 
The wicked spirit, Loki, hated Balder, favorite of 
the gods 
He made an arrow of mistletoe and gave it 
to the god of darkness to test. The lattei shot the 
arrow and killed Balder. He was later restored to life, 
and the mistletoe given to the goddess of love to keep, 
every one passing under it receiving a kiss as proof 
that it was an emblem of love not of death. 
American mistletoe is parasitic on maple, tupelo, 
poplar. It occurs in the southern half of the United 
States, with larger forms on the Pacific UoaM. Mistle­ 
toe berne* when ripe are filled with a sticky, trans­ 
lucent pulp that I" a source of bird lime Yet the fruit, 
is eaten by birds, such as cardinals and mocking birds, 
and they sow its seed 
The birds wipe their beaks, to 
which the seeds adhere, against bark of trees on which 
they alight 
The gum hardens, protecting the seed; 
when the >eed germinates the sucker root penetrates 
the bark and makes a connection with the circulatory 
system of the victim plant. 
It is easy to understand how the mistletoe could 
become the mystic coldpn bough. It is a plant of the 
air, never touching earth, propagated through the 
agency of birds and always living parasitically on an 
alien root 
In th ° laughter that 
accompanies its 
hanging is heard the voices of forgotten centuries.
